THEY BROKE A MONOPOLY 

One of the most interesting 
stories in the annals of Western 
Canada is the record of the 
achievement of grain producers 
in the overcoming of the grain 
marketing monopoly which ex¬ 
isted in the pioneer years.

Naturally such 
a monopolistic system created 
abuse. Grain producers success¬ 
fully fought the monopoly and 
overcame it through the build¬ 
ing up of co-operative institu¬ 
tions of their own. 

It is now a far cry to the days 
of the early struggles oi the pio¬ 
neer grain farmers but the co¬ 
operative movement has gone 
onward. In this Province it 
finds its highest development 
in Alberta Pool Elevators, an 
organization owned and controll¬ 
ed by grain producers and op¬ 
erated for the benefit of all. 

Alberta Pool Elevators has 
determinedly fought for the 
welfare of the grain growing- 
industry. Today it stands as a 
monument to the accomplish¬ 
ments of lire pioneers in the 
co-operative movement. Fann¬ 
ers of the present age may know 
little of the struggles of older 
generations, but nevertheless 
they are being greatly benefitt-

‘SHOVELS TO CHECK 
SOIL DRIFTING 

It seems desirable to draw at¬ 
tention once again t 0 the pos¬ 
sibilities ol checking soil drift¬ 
ing on the bare summer-fallows 
by means of listing. 

Land that is not protected by 
any form ot trash and is in a 
fine, mulch condition must bo 
treated as dust-bowl land. In the 
dust-bowl ol the southwestern 


ly with gang ploughs or, what 
may be a more feasible method, 
is to cover the drift piles with 
manure or straw. 

One farmei in the driest part 
f the province, where no crop 
has occurred this summer, has 
stopnpd a largo field from drift¬ 
ing by listing with cultivator 
lister shovels and by covering 
the piles ol drift with manure. 
He did this job with four horses 
weighing about 1300 pounds each 
but found the job rathed heavy 
for this team. He stated that 
five or six horses would have 




United States, listing has proved 
decidedly beneficial in many sit¬ 
uations as a means ol holding 
the soil until some growth can 
be secured. This practise has 
been followed in Western Can¬ 
ada in a number of places with 
beneficial effects. This year, the 
Dominion Experimental Station 
at Lethbridge have encouraged 
a number of farmers to use list¬ 
er shovels on their duck-foot 
cultivators for listing fields that 
are drifting and a number have 
followed this practise with sat¬ 
isfactory results. 

Most ol the implement com¬ 
panies make these shovels and 
they can be used interchangeably 
on different makes ol cultivat¬ 
ors. Usually three shovels arc 
required for a cultii/ator. The 
shovels being placed on three of 
the cultivator shanks after all 
the duck-feet have been removed 
The listing furrows should be 
made fairly deep, perhaps 7 or 
8 inches and it the soil has been 
drifting the furrows should be 
close enough so that the lumpy 
soil that is thrown up will com¬ 
pletely cover the space between 
the furrows. The distance apart 
that the shovels may l>e placed 
will depend on the depth of list 
ing and the speed at which the 
cultivator is drawn—as faster 
sjieeds throw the soil farther 
than is the case with slow speed 
It is obvious that listing or cul¬ 
tural operations to stop drifting 
should be started on the wind¬ 
ward side of the field so that 
the soil will not drift over on to 
the treated area, and where 
shifting winds are common, it is 
desirable to proceed as rapidly 
as possible so that the entire 
field can be listed before drifts 
from unlisted lands have an op¬ 
portunity to cover the lister fur¬ 
row's. 

If a neighbor s field is drifting- 
on to the land to be listed some 
neighborly co-operation will have 
to be developed. Surely no one 
would refuse to stop his soil 
from drifting on to a neighbors 
field if there is any feasible way 
to prevent this condition. 

Where fields hal/e been drift¬ 
ing badly and there are piles of 
drifted material, listing with 
cultivator shovels may not be 
effective on these spots. In such 
cases it might be necessary to 
list these piles ol drift very deep

THE CANADA YEAR BOOK 

1937 

The publication of the 1937 
edition of the Canada Year 
Book, published by authorizat¬ 
ion of the Hon. W. D. Euler, 
Minister of Trade and Com¬ 
merce, is announced by the Dorn 
inion Bureau of Statistics. The 
Canada Year Book is the offical 
statistical annual of the country 
and contains a thoroughly up- 
to-date account of the natural 
resources of the Dominion and 
their development, the history 
of the country, its institutions, 
its demography, the different 
branches of production, trade, 
transportation, finance, educat¬ 
ion, etc.—in brief, a compreh¬ 
ensive study within the limits 
of a single volume of the social 
and economic condition of the 
Domnion. This new edition has 
been thoroughly rejvsed throu¬ 
ghout and includes in all its 
chapters the latest informat¬ 
ion available up to the date of 
going to press. 

The 1937 Canada Year Book 
extends to over 1,100 pages, 
dealing with all phases of the 
national life and more espec¬ 
ially with those susceptible of 


statistical measurement. A stat 
istical sumary of the progress 
of Canada is included in the 
introductory matter. This gives 
a picture in figures of the rc- 
markabule progress which the 
country has made since the first 
census of the Dominion was 
taken in 1871, sixty-six years 
ago.

EDMONTON LETTER 

(By T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, Aug. 25—Alberta 
has once more jumped back into 
the centre of events and is once 
more on the world’s map as far 
as news is concerned. A first 
rank constitutional crisis has 
been forced on the province by 
events of the past few weeks. 
Hie action of the Federal gov¬ 
ernment in disallowing the bank 
ing laws passed at the recent 
special session of the Legislature 
is bringing both praise and de¬ 
nunciations on the head of Pre¬ 
mier King. Word received here i 
from Ottawa indicates that the 
praises far outnumber the cur¬ 
ies received. 

Monday Premier Aberhart 
was to carry out his promises to 
pass an order-in-council putting 
'a new moratorium on all debts 
into effect in the province. At 
the time of writing, the official 
details of this moratorium are 
not available for publication, 
but it is declared in well-inform¬ 
ed circles around Parliament 
Hill that the effect of the new 
order-in-council will be to re¬ 
lieve debtors from debts in and 
outside of the province for six 
months, with the possibility that 
it may be extended at the end 

of that period. 

•• • •.

One result of the debt en¬ 
actment will be that the farm¬ 
ers will be enabled to retain 
the sums they receive for their 
crops this fall, and that huge 
payments amounting to several 
million dollars to outside sourc¬ 
es annually following the harvest 
will remain in the farmers hands 
this winter. It is a direct blow 
at the banks, mortgage compan¬ 
ies and insurance companies in 
the opinion of competent observ¬ 
ers here. 

In any case the l>attle between 
the Aberhart Government in 
Alberta and the “money mon¬ 
opolies,” as the Premier calls 
them, is on in earnest, if speech¬ 
es and actions are any real in¬ 
dication. . N
